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Make It with Michelle 


Bring Autumn's Colors Indoors with a Silk Floral Arrangement 






By Michelle Major 

This month’s project is a silk fall 
floral design. | learned how to arrange 
flowers about three years ago, when | 
tried out for the position of seasonal 
helper for the floral designer at the arts 


& crafts store where | worked. |can’tsay | 


that my firstarrangementwas very good, 
but the designer thought | had some 
potential and chose me. She had over 
25 years of experience, and|learneda 
lot from her. After peak season was over, 
| went on to be the designer at another 
store and further developed my skills. 

This project features a very basic 
“structured” design. It will teach you 
about form, texture, andthe foundations 
on which most designs are built. 
Supplies/Tools List: 

(See figure #1.) 

e floral foam 

e wire cutters 

e knife 

e floral tape 

e hot glue gun and glue sticks 
e picks 

e scissors 

° container 

e various flowers and greenery 

Other items you may want to have 
on hand would be moss, greening pins 
(floral pins that are shaped like a “U”), 
floral adhesive clay, andwaterprooftape. 
Directions: 

Step #1 — Start by cutting the foam 
(it cuts easily with any knife) to the 
shape of your container, then hot-gluing 
itin. The top of the foam should be about 
1/4" to 1/2" below the container's rim. 
(See figure #2.) 

lf the container is aspecial one, and 
you don’t want to glue the foam on 
permanently, you can use the adhesive 
clay and the waterproof tape to hold the 
foam inthe container. Putthe clay inthe 
bottom of the container and use the 
waterprooftape across the top, allowing 
about an inch of tape to extend over the 
edge of the container in both directions, 
like a plus sign (+). 

Step #2 — Now you are ready to 
Start placing your flowers. A good “rule 
of thumb” for arrangements is that your 
flower height should be no more than 
one and a half times the height of your 
container. 

Cut your main flower stem to the 
desired height and put it in the center of 
the foam. Note that the shape of a 
triangle is important in this design. Cut 
four more flowers slightly shorter than 
your first one, and place them (equally 
spaced) around the container. You'll 
know you have them placed correctly if 
you can see that, from the center flower 
to any two other flowers, the shape ofa

triangle is formed. (See figure #3.) Alter- 

natively, if you look down on the arrange- 

ment from the top, the flowers will form 
the shape of the number five on a die. 

Step #3 — You can now begin plac- 
ing your "filler" flowers in and about the 
main flowers. You can make them all 
the same length to create a “roundy 
moundy” look, or you can vary the 
lengths of the filler materials to give 
some variety and depth to your design. 

Next, |added leaves for more texture 
and dimension. | like to cover the edge 
of the container and carry some of the 
flowers and/or leaves down the sides 
just a little. | think it “breaks” the line that 
the top of the container makes, and 
allows your piece to look as though the 
container and flowers are all one. 

Finally, | added a little grass to the 
top of the arrangement. | always curl 
some of the leaves to add alittle “move- 
ment’ to the design. This is easily done 
by putting the blade of grass between 
your thumb and your scissors, and pull- 
ing it through just like you do when you 
wrap a package with curling ribbon. 

You're done! (See figure #4.) 
Additional Tips: 
¢ Workwith an odd number of flowers. 
e Use a larger “focal” flower, smaller 

flowers, and greenery/filler. 

e At least one of the flowers in the 
arrangement should have the color 
of the container in it to give your 
design consistency. 

° lfusingsilkflowers, bend yourstems 
to give the flowers a natural look. 

e lf you like, you can use picks (wood 
sticks with wire) to make your stems 
longer. This is done by wrapping the 
wire aroundthe stem, and then using 
the floral tape to secure it and con- 
cealthe wire. The floral tape sticks to 
itself when you pull and wrap at the 
same time. (This only works with silk 
flowers; if you cut the stem of afresh 
flower too short, you can’t fix it.) 

e Use moss to cover your foam. | was 
taught that, if you can't see the foam 
when you're done with the arrange- 
ment, you don'tneed the moss. ... but 
the floral design police aren’t going 
to come and arrest you if you do. 

e Greening pins help hold moss in 
place and give some additional sta- 
bility when attaching two pieces of 
foam together with hot glue. 

e Containers are only limited to your 
imagination. I’ve seen old work boots 
used as a container, and the out- 
come was beautiful! 

Next month's craft will be a two- 
tiered serving dish. Combine it with your 
new floral arrangement for your nicest 
holiday table ever! O
